One unhappy by-product of al­ 
lowing a child to play with chil­ 
dren his superiors In size and ex­ 
perience is an em phasis upon per­ 
sonal equations, ra th e r than im ­ 
personal activities. 
Thp child w'hose social play is 
accompanied by an excessive con­ 
flict of wills and constant d om i­ 
nation by an older child naturally 
im.* his attention diverted 
from 
his proper play to the personal 
struggle. 
A certain am o u n t of this sort of 
conflict is Inevitable and., indeed, 
desirable since it 
is a realistic 
preparation for adult life. 
But 
the emphasis can readily become 
so acute as to ham p er the child's 
direct experience with the world 
of action and th e world of things. 
He is less interested in using 
his ham m er in learning to climh 
or in racing with his scooter than 
lie is in asserting his superiority 
over an older child who gives him 
a constant feeling of inferiority. 
Those In charge 
of 
nursery 
schools who have made detailed 
studies of the play of very young 
children feel so strongly the po­ 
tential dangers of exposing them 
to the impact of interfering per­

He had been list­ 
ed as a suspect In the Gaw m ur­ 
der. but his willingness to con­

ten days before South was killed. 
Weapons Tn Belt 
Baker told of the Awe murder 
when 
the two 
detectives, 
who 
were bringing him here from De­ 
troit found a pistol and a knife 
concealed 
on his 
person after 
they had boarded the train. 
He insisted that the weapons 
had been hidden In his belt all of 
the time he was in Jail in De­ 
troit, and that the gun was the 
one he had taken from the rail­ 
road detective after he had killed 
him. 
Detroit authorities were unable 
to account for 
the pistol 
and 
knife being in Baker's possession, 
as he 
was searched 
carefully 
when arrested, they said.
